COMMISSION STAFF’S DATA REQUEST

Comes the Applicant, Fox Run Utilities, LLC (“Fox Run”), by counsel, and for its
Motion for Second Extension of Time to Respond to the Commission Staff’s Data Request,
states as follows:

On March 29, 2010, the Commission Staff’s Data Requests to Fox Run were issued
requesting Fox Run to file its Answers to same within 14 days from March 29, 2010. Fox
Run’s Answers to these Data Requests were therefore due to be filed on or before April 12,
2010. Pursuant to Fox Run’s Motion for Extension of Time, the Commission granted Fox Run
through April 27, 2010 to provide its Answers to the subject Data Requests.

The Data Requests direct Fox Run to provide two additional quotes of the cost to
disconnect and reconnect the sewer lines of delinquent customers. Fox Run has previously
contacted contractors and has requesied these quotes, but the quotes have not yet been provided
to Fox Run. Again, these quotes are needed to fully respond to the Commission Staff’s Data
Requests. Accordingly, Fox Run requests an extension of time of 15 days from April 27,
2010, within which to answer to the Commission Staff’s Data Requests, so that it can fully

respond to same.
